Captain tuoo immediately 'gave orders to 
clear away the nuarlor boats, wbioh was dono, 
and Mr, Connolly left the Armc in charge of 
thestarboard l>oat. . On loyrorihg the' riort.boal 
tho Captain oxcTaimed "Hoist up that 1 boat 
I again Mr. Balham"and beckoned tome logo 
to him— ondoing'so ho told mo to go over tho 
brow arid tutconam what. damage hsrUbeen 
dono, I then found tho holeaabovo mentioned.

Wo had hot beon on our couree more than 
four or five minutes before she ran over a boat 
and crow belonging to the other vessel— all 
of whom perished, with the exception of ona 
who catight hold of a ropo hanging over the 
brow. Directly Ihe boat was aeeh, orders were 

5iven to atop the Engine, which tho Chief 
Engineer said would not be dono. , In about 
30 minutes all tho tower fires wern out, and at 
least 3 feet of water in the ship fore and aft. 
By thin timo the confusion amongst Ihe pasaen- 
gora was very great, but they used all aiforts in 
assisting to keed the deck pumps going, and in 
lightning the ship for the purpose of endeavor- 
ing to get at tho leak from Iho inside which 
was found io bo useless, and numbers of them 
cot into tho boala which were still banging to 
tho davits. In 45 inlnulos after the collision 
I came up from the fore hold and informed the 
Captain that the waler was on a level with the 
lower deck beam, nnd that it was impossible to 
got at the leak. E then askod him what he 
thought would be tho faie of the ship, when 
ho stated hia belief to mo that there was no 
hope of saving her.- Ho then told me to cee 
to my boats, and an going to iho^c on the port 
aide [ found them completely filled with men, 
women and children, and no possibility of get- 
ting near thorn — immediately I ivent to the 
ataboard side and ordered iwo of the crew to 
lower (he guard boat and asked the Captain 
what were his intentions. He replied lhat — 
" The ship's fate should be his." 1 then asked 
him if he would not allow his son to go as 1 in- 
tended to take a boat but he relumed an answer 
lhat ho should share his fate. It was soon dis- 
covered lhat there was no hopo of saving ihe 
Arctic, and the Lady, Daughter, and Son, of Mr. 
K. K. Collins, were put on board a boat, in Ihe 
act of towering which, one of ihe tackles gave 
way, and all except one lady, who* clung to a 
sailor holding faft to a boat, were precipitated 
into the sea and. lost. I then jumped into a 
boat and was ordered by the Captain to cut 
away Ihe tackles and fall astern. I did so, and 
at the same time about 20 persons I suppose 
jumped overboard, of whom 17 or 18 were

We then proceeded by land to Renews, which 
place wa reached on Friday last. I there ob- 
tained and look charge of a small schooner, 
which was hired by the Purser and myself, 
and proceeded immediately in search of the 
wreck or the boats. We c ruined around in a 
strong gale of wind from Ihe North-east, but 
discovered no trace of the ship or boat*. I sent 
word lo Capt. Leitch of "the City of Philadel- 
phia steamer," and informed him of the catas- 
trophe, and 1 am informed he sent off 2 vessels 
which he had employed about his' own ship. 
Mr. Allen Goderick of Renews, also sent away 
a ve&sol on Saturday evening. Il i* with the 
greatest regret I have to report that no trace, of 
the Arcfic or the boats could bo found, but as 
there wero many vessels' in the neighborhood of 
the disaster, il is not impossible that many lives 
may have been aaven. ■ No doubt, however 
is left in my mind as to the total loss of the 
Arctic. .
